A striking and highly significant chart has just been issued based on re- 
turns made to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa, and one which 
should convey a sharp lesson to all parents and to thousands: of youths and 
young men, 

This chart, which is easily understood, is in two parts. Part one sets 
forth the average hourly rate paid eight trades in each of thirteen Canadian 
cities, while the second part shows the average hourly rate of wages paid labor 
in building trades in these thirteen cities. 

Th first part, while interesting and instructive, does not carry the same 
important object lesson to people as does the second part. It does show 
that the average hourly wage is higher in Winnipeg than elsewhere in Can- 
ada, with Regina second, Toronto, Calgary and Edmonton tied for third place, 
Vaucouver fourth, and with Victoria, Hamilton, Ottawa, Montreal, St, John, 
Halifax and Quebee following in the order named. In the five cities first 
mentioned the average hourly rate of wage is in excess of ninety cents, includ 
ing laborers, while in Quebec, the lowest, it is sixty cents. 

The second part of the chart shows that the average hourly rate of wages 
paid taking all these thirteen cities together was as follows: Bricklayers, $1.10; 
plumbers, s& cents; electricians, 80 
cents; carpenters, 44 cents. Work- 
ing these rates out on the basis of an eight-hour day, we get the following re- 
sults: Bricklayers, $8.80; plasterers, $8.48; stoneeutters, $7.44; plumbers, 
$7.04; electricians, $6.40; carpenters, $6.24; painters, $5.68; laborers, $3.52.

In other words, the young man whose parents took a sufficiently deep in- 
terest in his welfare to see to it that he learned a irade, or the boy who as a 
result of his own ambition and initiative mastered a trade, commands a wage 
two to three times as great as the one who is not so equipped for life’s work. 

Nor is this all. The trained workman‘can usually find employment when 
the common unskilled laborer has to spend half his time looking for work and 
frequently without being able t6 get it, or anything better than an odd job 
now and then. At the present time in several Western cities the building 
trades are very active, and the statement has been made that there is no need 
Nevertheless, scores of men were out of 
carpen- 


for any man to lack employment, 
employment. Why? Because at the very time when bricklayers, 
ters and other artizans were being imported from other cities to meet the 
a surplus of pick and shovel men for whom no work could 


demand, there was 
be provided. 

In modern construction on any large scale, excavations are now dug with 
steam shovels, cement is mixed by machinery, hoisting is done by machinery, 
with the result that only a minimum number of laborers is employed. « The 
work is thus done more rapidly and much cheaper, and higher wages can be 
paid the skilled workers because of the greater and better results achieved. 
The unskilled laborer alone suffers, 

A survey of the work of philanthropic organizations and government and 
municipal relief bureaus reveals that it is largely to laborers and their fami- 
lies that food and clothing relief have to be provided, while the lists of un- 
placed men in the Employment Offices is almost entirely those who have no 
qualifications or classification except that of “laborer.” 

True, the country must have those who will de the rough pick and shovel 
work, the simple but heavy work of carrying and lifting, but this need will al- 
ways be met out of the ranks of those who lack the mental.powers, the neces- 
sary application, the force of character, to learn and master a trade. But 
when their ranks are swollen out of all proportion by thousands of mentally 
alert, physically fit men whose parents, or themselves, fail to provide equip- 
ment for any worth while work in life, a situation is created which is extreme- 
ly serious both for the man himself and his dependents. and the country at 
large. And these men, who ought to be making a real contribution to the 
welfare of the race, are actually stumbling blocks in the path of, and a menace 
to the livelihood of, their less fortunate fellow men who, because of lack of 
proper endowments, are unfitted for any tasks but those of the laborer. 

Parents should not, of course, compel their boys to adopt a trade or follow 


an occupation against a boy’s inclination and. desires, but it is one of the duties 
of parenthood to see that the children are properly equipped for life’s struggle, 
and that equipment should include knowledge of some useful occupation, 
handicraft or trade, No boy in this country and in this age should be sent 
forth to face the world unable to do anything but the lowest and cheapest 
form of manual labor.

Churchill Would Favor 
Removal Of Russian 
Agents From England 


London.—The British Government's 
gentle handling of the Russian con- 
troversy in the matter of strike con- 
tributions has been attributed in some 
quarters to strong differences of opin- 


ion among the ministers themselves. | 


This view seems to be borne out by 
the forcible language, employed by 
Winston Churchill, chancellor of the 
exchequer, in a speech, in which he 
frankly declared that it would. afford 
him great personal satisfaction to sew 
the Russian agents thrown out of Eng- 
land. 

Asserting that he had tried to dis- 
suade former Premier Lloyd George 
from recognizing the Soviet Govern- 
ment, which he considered a great 
blunder, Mr. Churchill praised the at- 
titude of the United States toward 
Russia. He claimed that the proof of 
its correctness was that, without giv- 
ing the slightest countenance to Bol- 
shevik principles, the Americans haa 
actually done more trade with Russia 
than England had been able to do, 

“The Russian Government is indeed 
mistaken if it has formed the view 
that our inactivity at the moment 
means the government is ceasing to 
observe vigilantly their activities here 
and elsewhere,” the Earl of Birken- 
head, secretary of state for India, de- 
clared in a public ‘address here last 
night. “I cannot doubt that unless 
we observe the signs change, though 
none at present is apparent, it will be 
necessary for us to re-examine the 
whole question to decide whether or 
not we will be well advised in retain- 
ing any degree of association with a 
country whose 
every part of the world is to undermine 
this country’s historic greatness,” he 
said. ;

The Most Important Problem 
Confronting Canada To-day 


For Laying Hens 


Marked Influence of Feeding on the 
Quality of Eggs 

The way in which hens are fed has 
}a marked influence on the quality of 
|the eggs they lay. According to a 
statement by the Honorable W, R. 
Motherwell, minister of agriculture, 
the ideal egg comes from heng fed 
clean feed, kept in clean houses on 
clean litter, and given clean water to 
drink.- When the hens are properly 
cared for thelr eggs possess a plens- 
ing flavor and have light colored yolks 
and strong clear albumen; on the other 
hand, eggs from hens obliged te pick 
up their living ig the barnyard and on 
| the manure pile, and to drink barnyard 
|water, have weak whites and highly 
| colored yolks. Many producers find 
it hard to belleve this, says Mr. 
Motherwell, and yet it explains why so 
{many newly laid eggs fall into the low- 
\er grades, and why where grading is 
properly done there is such a strong 
|demand for the higher grades. In 
| fact, this influence of feed on the qual- 
‘ity of eggs makes grading absolutely 
| essential as it is the only means by 
which a miscellaneous product coming 
|from many sources can be properly 
| assorted. Producers must 
this fact before they can justly de- 
mand the highest prices for their pro- 
ducts.

Harvesting and Curing Alfalfa
